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The Evidence of True Christianity 


Scripture reading, Romans 8:1-18. 

David says in Psalms, “Great peace 
have they that love thy law: and noth- 
ing shall offend them.” One great and 
outstanding evidence of true Christianity 
is love for the Word of God. If shouting 
were the only evidence we would have 
enough demonstrations without any mes- 
sage. I believe it is one of the evidences 
but not the only one because I have seen 
many people shout who didn’t claim re- 
ligion. But, I believe those who know God 
will shout. They have a right to shout. 
But the thought comes to our minds when 
we begin to think about true Christianity, 
is that it is a fact everybody who claims 
to be a Christian or know the Lord does 
not know Him. We do not need to define 
the word “Christianity” but we need to 
think about what true Christianity is. 

We are not true Christians because we 
were born in Christian homes and reared 
by Christian parents, but because we 
hae been born again. Paul said in Rom. 
10:8-10, “The word is nigh thee, even in 
thy mouth, and in thy heart: that is, the 
word of faith, which we preach; that if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation.” One of the evidences and 
the first one that comes in the Christian 
life is faith in the Son of God. Jesus said, 
“He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condemna- 
tion. I am glad that through faith in the 
Lord we are brought into connection 
with God. With the heart man believeth 
and with the mouth confession is made 
unto salvation. I am thinking about those 
who have come to an altar of prayer or 
have knelt in prayer somewhere and have 
believed. 

“By faith he sojourned in the land of 
promise, as in a strange country, dwell- 
ing in tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with him of the same promise.” 
My friends, you who have come to Him 
and believed, you know beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that you are a Christian. | 
think of the blind man in John whom 
Jesus found in the temple. He was a 
beggar, had been blind all his life. Jesus 
put some clay on his eyes and told him 
to go wash. He had faith enough to do 
just what Jesus told him to do. He went 
and washed and came back seeing. Some- 
body asked if he were not the man who 
had been blind and somebody else said 
he looked like him but he said, “I am he.” 
They began to inquire as to how he re- 
ceived his sight. They asked his parents 
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how he was healed and they said, “Ask 
him, he is of age.” They said that be- 
cause they were afraid. Some folks are 
afraid to stand out boldly and confess 
Jesus in His power to save and cleanse 
and make holy. The man who had been 
blind told them how he was healed and 
all about it. Some of the Pharisees said 
Jesus could not be the Christ because He 
healed on the Sabbath. God help us when 
we get so hidebound that we won’t loosen 
up and let God have His way. 


Some things he doesn’t know about but 
he said, “One thing I know, that, whereas 
I was blind, now I see.” The Pharisees saw 
that God was with him and they cast 
him out of the temple. 


Real Christianity is a know-so affair. 
It will be known in your every life; your 
neighbors will know you are saved. It is 
not just coming to the Assembly, but go- 
ing out on the battlefield and producing 
the fruits of a Christian. The Lord said, 
“By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other.” There is that vital fellowship and 
the world knows if we have or do not 
have it. 


Faith brings the witness. If a man be- 
lieves that Jesus rose again, if he be- 
lieves the story as told in the Bible, if he 
has faith in the ever eternal, abiding Word 
of God, he can be saved, but no man can 
be saved and doubt the Bible. 

“For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
then shall they call on him in whom they 
have not believed? and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have _ not 


heard? and how shall they hear without a 
preacher? And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent?” Rom. 10:13-15. It 
pleased God by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save them that believe. God bless 
the ministers. No one has a bigger job 
than they, in going out and telling this 
world about our Lord. 


The evidence that will convince the 
world is your love and practice of “thus 
saith the Lord.” You can’t dress up your 
congregation in a certain manner and 
convince the world they are Christians. 
There is just no standard except this 
blessed Book lived 365 days in the year; 
walking with God is Christianity. Enoch 
walked with God and was not for God 
took him. Enoch by faith was trans- 
lated. We must have faith in God if we 
are Christians and that will bring the 
witness in our hearts that we are chil- 
dren of God. The Spirit itself beareth 
witness with our spirits that we are the 
sons of God. If you profess Christianity 
and don’t know if you have Him or not, 
I know, you don’t have Him. How can 
we sing “The great transaction’s done” 
and then not know when it took place? 
It won’t work. We can know it. I may 
not be able to see salvation but I can see 
the fruits of it as I live on from day to 
day. You can see the effects of Christi- 
anity. 

An infidel told Peter Cartwright, that 
great evangelist, one time that there was 
no such thing as a soul for four of the 
five senses were against it. He asked the 
evangelist if he could see the soul, and 
he answered, “‘No.” He asked if he could 
taste the soul, and he answered, “No.” 
He asked if he could hear the soul, and 
he again answered, “No.” He asked him 
if he could smell the soul, and his reply 
was, “No.” Then he asked if he could feel 
the soul, and Peter Cartwright said, “Yes, 
sir.” The evangelist told him that if that 
proved that the soul did not exist he 
would prove to him that he was the big- 
gest fake in the country because he was 
practicing on something that did not 
exist. He asked the infidel if he could see 
pain, and he said, “No.” He asked him if 
he could taste pain, and he said, “No.” 
He asked him if he could hear pain, and 
his reply was “No.” He asked him if he 
could smell pain, and he said, “No.” He 
asked if he could feel pain and he said, 
“Te, or. 

There may be some things about this 
that I cannot explain but I know it is so 
just the same.

Will Christi- 
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Gadding About 


Sermon Delivered at the Assembly by D. H. Delk 


To gad about means to ramble, to be 
gone, to run to and fro, to fail, to go 
away; in other words, to ramble about 
without a motive. Jer. 2:36, “Why gad- 
dest thou about so much to change thy 
way? thou also shalt be ashamed of 
Egypt, as thou wast ashamed of Assyria.” 
This text was given to the Jews. You 
have heard the song about “There was 
once a wandering Jew.” Let us now say 
There is a wandering Gentile. “Now what 
hast thou to do in the way of Egypt, to 
drink the waters of Sihor or what hast 
thou to do in the way of Assyria to drink 
the waters of the river?” v. 18. “For of 
old time I have broken thy yoke, and 
burst the bands; and thou saidst, I_ will 
not transgress; when upon every high hill 
and under every green tree thou wander- 
est, playing the harlot.” v. 20. ‘For I 
have loved strangers, and after them I will 
oo” ¥. ZF. 


You want to keep in mind the one 
thought that rambling without a burden 
will change thy ways. It will change that 
once steadfast way. It will steal your 
purpose, steal your motive and determina- 
tion. 

It has been my desire not to be a vaga- 
bond but to have a purpose, not just a 
man wandering about. God has given us 
these bodies more perfect than any steam- 
ship that is on the high seas, and we 
should live carefully through life. My 
dad advised me, “Son, I want you to go 
up the ladder,” and I have always tried 
to do that. 

He that gaddeth about is out of duty 
and out of place, and in danger and en- 
dangering others. I am not afraid of these 
boards in this building, but I am afraid 
of the loose ones out on the street. They 
are dangerous. I am not afraid of the men 
that are working. You endanger others 
when you gad about. I read about the 
prophets, they were eating and_ got 
poisoned. (I believe they had the colic.) 
Somebody said to the man of God, “There 
is death in this pot.”” Somebody had gone 
out and got a poison gourd and put in the 
pot. If you gad about, you will bring 
home something that will poison others. 
Like Solomon, you might get a dog by the 
ears, if you pass by and meddle with 
strife. If you hold him, he will bite you 
and if you turn him loose, he will bite 
you. If you will mind your own business, 
you will always have your own business 
to mind. I don’t want to be just a drifter. 
It will affect your mind, cause you to 
become absent-minded, and forgetful. 
“My people have forgotten me.” v. 32. 
They have forgotten their restingplace.” 
Jer. 50:6. 
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When you go to gadding, you are go- 
ing down hill. I want to say now, when 
you are going through this life without 
a purpose, you are not going up hill at all. 
I don’t believe any man can drift toward 
Heaven. If you are going that way, you 
are going by determination, by purpose, 
and struggles. When you begin gadding 
about, you forget your own church, your 
own duty and obligations. You know we 
have multitudes of people today that gad 
about so that they almost forget when 
their services are. They forget the pastor 
and his needs, the church and the light 
bill because they are gone somewhere 
gadding about. You know if I had what 
people have forgot, I don’t know what 
I would do with all of it. I don’t want to 
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forget my duty or my calling. 

You have read that in the last days 
knowledge shall be increased and many 
shall run to and fro. If you don’t watch 
out, a restless spirit will get hold of you. 
During this Assembly, you will be gad- 
ding about and you will miss the As- 
sembly and go back home without the 
blessing God wants you to have. I have 
prayed more for the Assembly than any 
in the past. I have prayed that God would 
help me and be with us during this As- 
sembly. 

They tell me that there is a fly that 
stings cows and causes them to run. I 
wonder sometimes if some folks haven’t 
been stung by a gad fly. 

1 Cor. 15:53, tells us that this mortal 
shall put on immortality, and we can say 
to the grave, Where is thy sting? Be 
steadfast and unmovable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord. It will take 


a steadfast purpose to be ready when He 
comes. 

We preachers have many trials to en- 
dure. When I first began preaching, I 
came down from $45 a week to $15 a 
month and most of that was poundings. I 
wrote to Brother Boehmer and asked 
him how I was going to pay tithes out 
of poundings. I never did receive an an- 
swer, and I didn’t make any complaints. 
[ stood it about as long as I felt I could 
and finally said to my wife, “I believe I 
will get me a job.” She said, “Honey, let’s 
stick to it a while longer. God will help 
us some way.” Then I felt like an old 
Ford car that has just been filled with 
gas and oil. I felt like going on. 

Sometimes we hear people say that the 
Church of God is not what it used to be. 
The devil is a liar. The Church is still the 
Church of God. It is still on the solid 
rock. It is still the pearl of great price. 
Let us do what we can for the Church. 
The Lord is coming and let us do what 
we can. 

I am glad that one day a man with a 
purpose found me. He saved me, sancti- 
fied me, and filled me with the Holy 
Ghost. But He didn’t leave me there but 
put me back to work and bade me work 
until He came again, and I don’t want 
to be gadding about, but to be steadfast 
and unmovable until He returns, and 
be found somewhere around the camp. I 
am glad tonight for the Church, It has 
made me to have an aim, and I want to 
stick to it.

The day of Christ can- 
not come until the day of antichrist 
comes. The day of antichrist cannot come 
as long as the Church with its restraining 
influence is upon the earth. It is the 
Church which hinders the work of the 
antichrist, and will hinder until he be 
taken out of the way. Therefore, the 
revelation of the antichrist will be after 
the rapture. 


Question: Please explain Psa. 87:5.—J. 
c. 

Answer: The passage cited reads thus, 
“And of Zion it shall be said, This and 
that man was born in her: and the high- 
est himself shall establish her.” It would 
perhaps be hard to understand this verse 
unless the verse above and the one below 
is also taken into consideration.

While we were in Canada, J was pastor of 
Beulah Pentecostal Mission, situated at 
207 St. Antoine Street, Montreal, and 
while I was there I became impressed that 
my service was needed in the West Indies. 
While God richly blessed our ministry at 
the Beulah Mission, day after day we 
seemed to feel a divine urge that we were 
needed in the West Indies. After waiting 
on God this was made clear, and when we 
made this known to the saints, hearts were 
touched and soon after finance was pro- 
vided. Following this I got in touch with 
Rev. Reuben A. Gibson of the Church of 
the First Born, East P. R. I. This dear 
saint I considered as my father in the 
gospel, having been saved under his min- 
istry. 

He invited us to attend the convention 
which was to be held in the month ot 
September, 1921. This we did, and it was 
a real good time of refreshing in the pres- 
ence of the Lord. We were introduced as 
missionaries (wife and I) returning +o 
the West Indies. At this convention I was 
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building 54 feet long by 29 feet in width. 
After spending what money we had and 
the church not completed, we seemed 
forced into a debt of $1,642.94 for ma-

terial and labor, hence the building cost 
us $7,000.00. A preacher who pretended 
to be a friend came along and helped 
with a loan of $50.00 and shortly after 
he levied on the church for the loan. But 
he reaped what he sowed, and God de- 
livered us out of his hands. Finally the 
church was completed, and was dedicated 
in the name of the Church of the First 
Born, on April 28, 1925. 


I then applied to his Excellency the 
Governor for permission to perform all 
the rites of the church and was readily 
granted same. We were then constrained 
to work alone until the year 1936 when 
Bishop J. H. Marshall introduced us to 
our worthy brother Rev. J. H. Ingram 
who, in a very brotherly way, gave us 
firsthand information about the Church 
of God, Cleveland, Tenn., U. S. A. We 
felt clear that it was God’s mind for us 
to become a part of this Great Assembly, 
and our union has indeed been a very hap- 
py one. 


We are very thankful to the Mission 
Board for the way it has _ helped us. 
We desire your prayers for our church, al- 
so for the healing of the bodies of wife 
and J, and_ that God will continue 
to bless and use our church in these needy 
West Indian Islands.—In Him, Christo- 
pher N. Ford, pastor.

The 
foregoing things are characteristic of the 
cruel spirit that manifests itself in anti- 
christ. The people of the earth will stand 
amazed at the terrible inhuman quali- 
ties of that super being whose coming is 
so near at hand. 

“Richlands, Va., Sept. 21. — Robert 
Cordle, 48 years old, of Southwest Vir- 
ginia, died today of a snake bite received 
Thursday in the religious services of a 
‘new light’ congregation here. Wit- 
nesses told J. W. Gillespie, Tazewell 
County’s Commonwealth Attorney, that 
Cordle grabbed the snake from the hands 
of J. W. Grizzell, evangelist, who warned 
Cordle to beware ‘unless you are ready.’ 
Grizzell, a native of West Virginia, in- 
formed Gillespie that the snakes were not 
handled in his services until he or the 
saints of his congregation had been so or- 
dered of God. The evangelist and others 
testified that Cordle was told if his 
‘power’ was not strong enough, he should 
receive medical aid. This he refused, they 
said.” A few days ago in Harlan County, 
Kentucky, a man, father of several chil- 
dren, died from the effect of snake bite. 
Shortly after that a woman, mother of 
seven children, died, also from snake bite. 
Some one travelling about through the 
country carrying snakes will have to an- 
swer to God in judgment for the murder 
of these people who accepted their doc- 
trine too literally. Oh, how sadly people 
need today to know the truth of God’s 
Word. 

In describing the characteristics of the 
people during the days immediately pre- 
ceding the second coming of Christ, Paul 
used the word “fierce.” The papers today 
(Sept. 23) describe the sinking of an- 
other ship in the Atlantic by a German 
submarine. The tragedy was that the 
sunken ship was loaded with refugee chil- 
dren, bound from England to Canada.

How those parents’ hearts must 
have ached during the long vigil they 
maintained hoping their child would be 
spared. The kidnapper, apparently, 
thought little of that. He wanted money. 
“FIERCE” is the word that describes the 
minds and hearts of many people this day. 

The United States Census Department 
recently ascribed the small gain in our 
country’s population to the fact that we 
have had an alarmingly low birthrate for 
the past decade. Birth control is being 
practiced. God’s and nature’s plans are 
thwarted. “Without natural affection.” 
That description is so true to life today. 
It is indeed marvellous to our eyes to see 
how vividly these scriptural prophecies 
are being enacted and fulfilled before 
our very eyes. 

In Manhattan’s Jewish Theological 
Seminary a few days ago convened a very 
distinguished gathering of scientists, phi- 
losophers, theologians, preachers and other 
makers and moulders of human thought.

shout. I arose and simply said, Jesus 
sweetly saves me.” I was brought into fel- 
lowship with Him. “That which we have 
seen and heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with us: and 
truly our fellowship is with the Father, 
and with his Son Jesus Christ,” 1 John 
1:3. It is a wonderful thing to have fel- 
lowship with the Father and with His 
Son. Someone said fellowship was the 
biggest ship in the world. This is a fel- 
lowship that is bigger than any other fel- 
lowship—Christian fellowship, that goes 
outside the walls of your own church and 
makes you shake hands with a brother or 
sister whether they are in your church or 
not. If you know Christ then you are my 
brother or sister. We are brothers if the 
Lord has saved us. I can’t give you church 
fellowship if you don’t belong to my 
church but I can give you Christian fel- 
lowship. This is brought about by the 
divine operation of the Spirit of God. By 
this shall all men know ye are my dis- 
ciples. It brings that connection. If 
Christ is not in your life that fellowship 
is not there, that Christian fellowship. 


“This then is the message which we 
have heard of him, and declare unto you, 
that God is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all. If we say that we have fellow- 
ship with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth,” 1 John 1:5-6. 
People who profess and do not possess 
claim a fellowship and walk in darkness. 
The blood of Jesus cleanseth us from all 
sin. Salvation is the simplest thing in 
the world—just walk in the light and you 
will keep sanctified holy every day. If 
you have fellowship you are sanctified 
now. It is a daily walk as He is in the 
light. Experience is something we need 
today, not yesterday or twenty years ago, 
but walk in the light and you will have 
fellowship. That fellowship will grow. I 
believe that if I go out and live like God 
wants me to live I can convince men 
quicker than if I tried to convince them 
with words only. We need true evidence 
of Christianity every day in our churches, 
in our homelife, and everywhere—real 
evidence of true Christianity. Let’s live 
right, and walk and practice real religion 
until the world will know we have what 
we are preaching. Fellowship will do it; 
love will do it. “If ye have love one for 
another.” We will not attract by our 
loud shouting but by the way we love one 
another when we are not shouting. 


Jesus said, “If any man will be my dis- 
ciple let him deny himself and take up 
his cross and follow me.” Self-denial is 
one evidence of Christianity. If you want 
your way and want to please self, then 
you don’t have the real evidence of true 
Christianity. Go out and visit the father- 
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less and widows, don’t just go into their 
homes but help them. Such a field is open 
for our workers if they will go out and 
pray and help those who need help. When 
we visit people they will think something 
about the Master. 

Last but not least, the evidence of true 
Christianity and the one that I love most 
is a victorious death. Psa. 37:37 says,

important that we watch our conversa- 

tion. 

Gadding about will affect the appetite. 
Heb. 13:9, “Be not carried about with 
divers and strange doctrines. For it is a 
good thing that the heart be established 
with grace; not with meats.” Oftentimes 
we hear, “‘Where is Brother So and So.” 
“Well they are having a birthday dinner 
and he is over there.” People are going 
somewhere to eat. If you want a crowd, 
say, ““We are going to have something to 
eat,” and they will all come. 

Gadding about will affect the pocket- 
book. It will drain it. Many people spend 
all they have for gas and oil and travel 
for miles when they could get the same 
blessing at their own church and not 
have to spend everything they had for 
gas and oil. They say, “I don’t have any- 
thing to give for tithes,” but at the same 
time they keep an old car going some- 
where all the time. I have often won- 
dered about that. Somebody said, “I like 
to go over yonder to church. They have 
such a good spirit.” If you will go back 
home and pay your pledges and live right 
there, you will feel a good spirit there. 
A lot of times we hear folks say of the 
pastors, ““They have too big a family, we 
can’t take care of them.” If our preach- 
ers would quit gadding about so much it 
wouldn’t take so much to keep them up. 
Another thing, they could stay at home 
and study and preach, and they wouldn’t 
have to take a gadding spell during their 
preaching. To gad means to go away, and 
honestly I’ve heard preachers take a text 
and go away. If you will stay at home and 
pray, you won’t have to go away while 
you are preaching.
